£.It will be no surprise to anyone that Sco- 
jrfetary Benson finds present farm programs 
•tf&ot good enough" since in almost his first 
ijficial 
utterance he deplored the price 


Sfupport system and the necessity ior car- 
tying it on through the crop year. The pro- 
grams inherited from the Democratic re- 
gime create surpluses, he has been saying 
in recent speeches, price U.S. farm prod- 
ucts out of various markets, and hold the 
threat 
of 
government regimentation 
of 


farmers. 


Now he wants the farmers to say how 


they would tackle the problems of declin- 
ing farm incomes, shrinking exports and 
mounting surpluses. He has asked the three 
great farm organizations to*poll their mem- 
bers between July 1 and Dec. 3i, and the 
Farm Bureau and Grange have generally 
applauded his criticism and have agreed to 
take polls, says a Benson aide, but the 
Farmers Union hasn't yel done so. 


It isn't that the farmers aren't vocal— 


they have been submitting suggestions to 
the secretary ever since he took office, and 
ft digest of their views is promised the ag- 
ricultural 
advisory 
committee named an 


January by the President to confer with Mr. 
Benson. What he wants now is a detailed 
?[nd non-partisan approach to their prob- 
lems.

offered abroad at rut rates regularly, in- 
stead of haphazardly as occasion suff- 


tests? Do they want price Insurance and 
production controls? Are they satisfied 
with present farm loan requirements? Do* 
they approve soil conservation in general, 
and do they think they should be sub- 
sidi/ccl for carrying on the required prac- 
tices? 
The secretary's linal suggestion—how .to 


help "underemployed" farm families, those 
with farms too small lo provide them a 
good living -may .sound a bit surprising in 
the rich farming areas of the Middle West. 
But if it is a real problem it should be aired 
along with the rest. Seldom if ever has the 
opinion of so many citizens been asked on 
such a tremendous matter, affecting an in- 
dustry that underlies all the rest, that is 
basic not only to the nation's everyday 
life but to its importance among all the 
powers. 


If the giant poll works out as Mr. Benson 


luipes, the in for rnat ion it hai vests will be 
vitally interesting, and also quite likely to 
embody a number of sui prises. Let

They cannot sec a cease-fire as 
evidence that the Communists have found 
the war unprofitable and wish for a lime to 
concentrate on other fields. To them the 
argument that a United Nations move on

against their 


country, means nothing. That is why even 
the children are demonstrating hysterically, 
while their elders are too apathetic to join 
in. 


The truce will of course not mean peace 


unless the Communists want it to, as their 
pacifying conduct in other areas seems to 
indicate. It is, so far as it goes, the best 
evidence that the United Nations defense 
has for a time held back the threat against 
the whole peninsula, and the consequent ad- 
vantage to the enemy against Japan. The 
utter weariness and despair of the South 
Korean people is to be chalked up against 
Communism ns another of its crimes against 
humanity. The free world will hope that 
these brave people can have a long enough 
respite to enable thorn to pull themselves 
together and start forward again.

Moscow, Get Ready 


The suggestion of visiting European agri- 


cultural editors that the U.S. get rid of its 
enormous butter surplus by eating it, shows 
them up as rather naive. They don't seem 
to realize how we operate, comments the 
Kansas City Star. First we have to have a 
parity figure, and if housewives won't pay 
it, at the market, the government must buy 
butter to keep up the price, and then store 
it. When the storage spnco is filled and the 
butter is past its llrsi youth, we try giving 
it away to school lunch programs or other 
benefactors.

I once had as a patient, a woman who be- 


cause of a strange and puzzling form of indi- 
gestion, had gone down in weight to skin and 
'x>nes. On going /or two days on my narrow 
"elimination diet/' consisting 
of nothing 
but 


oatmeal, lamb, rice, carrots, 
butter and sugar and canned 
pears, she found that she was 
perfectly comfortable. 
Then, 


on adding a new food each 
day, she soon discovered that 
what had been causing all 
her trouble had 
been 
corn 


and 
everything 
made 
from 


corn. 


On 
a 
cornless 
diet 
she 


rapidly gained in weight and 
health, but every so often she 
would become ill; and then 
she would learn 
that 
some 


bakery product she had eaten had contained 
corn oil, or an ice cream or the filling of a 
chocolate eclair had contained a little corn- 
starch, or a candy had contained corn sugar. 
The woman ha_d to study and learn of every pos- 
sible place in which she might run into corn 
products. 


The other day I thought of this woman and 


many others who suffer as she did. when I read 
of some of the many products into which lico- 
rice or an extract of licorice now goes. Accord- 
ing to the article, each year 20,000,000 pounds of 
the substance goes into pipe and chewing to- 
baccos and cigars and cigarettes, where it pro- 
duces mildness. Other thousands of pounds go 
into ice creams, chewing gum, porter and ale 
(to maintain the foam), some soft drinks', 
and 


some meat and fish sauces. Still other tons of 
licorice go into feeds for animals, flotation agents 
in mining, pickling baths for metals, etc. If a 
man were to become highly sensitized to lico- 
rice he would now have a hard time keeping out 
of its way. 
, 


Some of the large books on allercy have 


llsta of substances containing such materials 
as orris root,"to which 
many 
persons are 


highly sensitive. One of my medical friends 
who became very ill whenever he ingested 
even a'drop of cottonseed oil had a hard time 
of It because he never could tell when or how

salad dressing-, in a pastry, on the bottom, of a 
rarkcrhouse roll, or in something fried. H* 
finally had to five up foil* anywhere to din. 


Another of. my doctor friends was terribly 


sensitive to oysters. One day a pal of his asked 
him to the house for a duck dinner. He accepted 
only after extracting a promise from his hostess 
that there would be no oysters. Unfortunately, 
the woman had no patience with the idea of 
allergy she was sure it was all in people's heads, 
so she went ahead and chopped. a lew tiny 
Olympia oysters into the dressing for the ducks. 
That evening, a few minutes after the doctor 


had taken a mouthful of his duck, he turned 
blue he went into shock, and fell off his chair 
onto the floor, unconscious and apparently dying. 
The only thing that saved his life was the fact 
that his host, subject to asthma, had a hypoder- 
mic syringe and some adrenalin handy. He 
quickly gave the doctor a "shot," and brought 
him back to consciousness. 


Other friends of mine go into shock after 


taking a taste of clams, or of roquefort cheese in 
a salad dressing. I know a man who never bites 
into a candy: he always first pulls it in two to 
make sure that there isn't part of a date in it. 
With one bite of a date he goes into stieck. 
White Skin Patches 


People write asking what to do for the big 


white patches that come on the skin of some 
persons—often on the arms and neck. This so- 
called vitiligo comes usually in the cases of 
young or middle-aged people. We doctor's don't 
know why the pigment goes; sometimes it dis- 
appears after some strong emotion or nervous 
shock. Skin specialists do not yet know how to 
bring the pigment back; fortunately, in occa- 
sional cases some of it will come back by itself. 


Possibly, when a girl with this peculiarity 


goes out in the evening she could make the 
white areas less visible by the use of one of 
several thick cosmetic tinted creams on the 
market. There Is a preparation called Cover- 
mark which many persons use to cover up a, 
disfiguring- mark on the face. 


A little hope for these persons may coma 


after a while because some doctors are 
now 


studying the problem. Doctors A. Bunsen Lerner 
and Thomas B. Fitzpatrick, of the University of 
Oregon Medical School recently reported that 
they are now hunting for something that will 
help and have found some encouraging leads.
